LEADING ARCHITECTS 


Leading architects from all parts of the 
country will attend with church specialists 
and ministers, for this three day conference 
on the problems and challenges of a boom in 
church construction that is expected to top all 
records for the third year in succession. 

More than 200 delegates are expected. 

Stressing the magnitude of the construction 
boom, Dr. Harry Atkinson, director of the 
Bureau of Church Building, reported that a 
recent survey by the National Council of 
Churches disclosed that six major Protestant 
denominations spent more than a third of their 
current income for church building last year. 
Total U. S. expenditures for new churches and 
for remodelling and replacing out-dated 
buildings, he said, rose from $472,000,000 in 
1953 to $588,000,000 in 1954, and will un- 
doubtedly go well over $600,000,000 this year. 

The conference will single out for recogni- 
tion one American who has done most during 
the year to further good church architecture. 
Special awards will also be given to archi- 
tects who have designed the year's most out 
standing new churches. 

Architects from all over the U. S. submit 
models, blueprints, drawings, and photo 
graphs of churches built during the last year, 
currently under construction, or planned for 
a hypothetical congregation. Awards for out 
standing designs are given by a conference 
jury of architects and church representatives. 
The entire exhibit will be available for show- 
ing at regional meetings later. 

The Conover award is presented at the final 
individual 
chosen for a particularly distinguished con- 
tribution to church architecture. The annual 
award is given in memory of the late Dr. 
Elbert M. former director of the 
Bureau of Church Building.

to “Today's Churches for Tomorrow,” a dis- 
new architecture and building 
methods.

"The Christian Herald,” and author of a re- 
cent national magazine article on U. 5.

Other major topics slated for discussion by 
the delegates are the headaches of a church 
building committee, in terms of finance, com 
munity religious needs, and planning for the 
congregation's religious and recreational ac- 
tivities; and a special report on standards and 
planning for religious education classrooms 
and equipment. 

Special features of the three-day gathering 
include tours to Cincinnati churches, and the 
premiere of a sound film in color, “Singing 
Towers,” on church bells and carillons, with 
narration by radio announcer Milton Cross. 

Among the noted architects and church 
delegates taking part in the conference dis- 
cussions will be Dr. Arland A. Dirlam, Boston, 
president of the Church Architectural Guild: 
the Rev. Virgil E. Foster, Chicago, editor of 
the “International Journal of Religious Edu- 
cation”; Mr. Anthony B. Ferrara, architect, 
of Washington, D. C.; Dr. John R. Scotford, 
Mount Vernon, N. Y., author of many articles 
on church buildings and the Rev. Darby Betts 
Canon Precentor of the Cathedral of St. John 
the Divine in New York City.

A Panel Discussion 


The January meeting consisted of a panel discussion on the 
merits and problems of collaboration in the allied arts. Moderated 
by Mr. William Milliken, Director of the Cleveland Museum of Art, 
the panel was composed of Messrs. Riemer (landscape architect), 
Schoenfeld (city planner), McVey (sculptor), Probala (interior deco- 
rator), Outcalt (architect), and Riba (muralist). Each of these repre- 
sentatives from allied arts was given three minutes to discuss the 
collaborative problem from his own point of view, and it soon 
became obvious that everyone agreed that collaboration was 
desirable and that there should be more of it. 

Two important aspects of the problem, however, did become 
apparent during the rebuttal: 1) should a percentage of the cost of 
a building be set aside for the arts, and 2) is our mechanical 
economy sacrificing culture? The discussion that followed seemed 
to result in the opinion that people always want more building 
than their money can afford anyway, and adding the cost of art 
work often seems an additional unnecessary expense. Americans, 
unlike Europeans, don't seem to feel that integration of the arts with 
architecture is a necessity, or even especially desirable. To over- 
come this feeling, the artist as well as the architect must do a selling 
job, convincing the public—and more particularly the individual 
client—on the importance of integrated design. 

The success of the meeting and the large attendance indicated 
the general appeal of this type of program. 

Getting ready for the conventions that seem to be looming before 
the Cleveland Chapter, the Women's Committee, under the co-chair- 
manship of Mrs. Byers Hays and Mrs. Frank Draz, held a get- 
acquainted tea on January 26th. The gals are getting an early start 
on planning their part of next October's ASO Convention, to be held 
in Cleveland, and may even be scouting around in preparation for 
the National Convention in 1958. George Mayer has been 
named chairman of the chapter's convention committee, and will 
also be the local chairman for the Centennial Observance of the 
AIA's 100th birthday, in 1957. . . . Alexander Robinson III has been 
named by the Institute to be national chairman of the centennial 
proceedings. 

Announcement has been made that the Chapter has supplied 
nine members to serve on the Cleveland Chamber of Commerce 
Awards Committee. Each year the Chapter commends local con- 
struction for good building design, presenting awards in the fields 
of apartment housing, commercial and industrial work.

Ohio State Board Building Standards 


The Ohio State Board of Building Standards met January 17th. The 
petition for approval of wire glass skylights in school buildings was 
returned to petitioner, Pennsylvania Wire Glass Co., for additional 
research data and will be considered at a later date. The petition 
submitted by Auferoth & Fanning seeking a ruling for artificial light 
and mechanical ventilation in interior toilet rooms, shower rooms, 
locker rooms, rest rooms, playrooms, and recreation rooms in school 
buildings declared equivalent to the present regulation which re- 
quires windows. This petition was referred to committee for proper 
wording and ruling form and number. It will appear later for 
public hearing and final action.

A discussion followed under the direction of George Clark, who 
introduced Mr. Leonard Mayfield, A.I.A. an architectural advisor 
for F. W. Dodge, Corp. Sweets Catalog Division and Mr. George A. 
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Reed, Advertising Manager for Sweets Catalog of the Cincinnati, 
Ohio office. 

They presented the architectural catalogs place in Advertising 
after which the meeting was opened for questions. lt was agreed 
that most (80%) of the literature mailed to architects is thrown away 
because it is of no value to the architect. The majority of the 
catalogs in Sweets do provide most information desired but they 
still lack information regarding local sales representatives and 
distributors. It is very discouraging for an architect to specify what 
a catalogue has convinced him is a good material only to discover 
the material is not distributed in his area. The manufacturer has 
wasted his money for catalog distribution. The architect may or may 
not spend hours trying to locate local suppliers. 

The New State Office Building is continuing to gain favor and 
support as the Ohio Legislature checks ways and means of acquir- 
ing an adequate site and money for the new building. The Office 
Housing Commission of the Legislature will have definite recom- 
mendations ready before the deadline for introduction of all bills 
in both houses this session which is February 14th. Indications 
are that the legislation will call for 515,000,000.00 out of surplus 
funds. 7000 workers scattered in 27 Columbus locations would be 
centered in the downtown area if this building is constructed. 
Offstreet parking for the building is a manditory requirement by 
the commission. Studies of other cities solutions to similar problems 
are being made.
